The holding back of 
a fraction of a month’s pay is not 
a serious enough grievance to jus- 
tify an attempt to put the trans- 
portation system out of action 
when the crop has to be moved. 


That Olause, Again 


Canada’s representatives at the 


assembly of the League of Nations 
next month will make another,at- 


tempt to get rid of the farcical 
provision of the covenant ‘which 
has kept the United States out of 
the League. Clause Ten binds each 
of the signatory powers to respect 
and defend the existing boundary 
lines of every other member. The 
United States refuses to thus guar- 
antee title of all the other nations 
‘to 'the territories at present under 
their control, and to \pledge itself 


,to make war anywhere and against | 


any aggressor to preserve the pre- 
sent colorings of the world map. 
At ithe ‘last,meeting of the assem- 


bly the Canadian delegates tried ‘to | 


get this clause cut out of the,con- 
stitution, but failed. This year they 
will probably move that it be modi- 
fied into.an agreement that terri- 
torial disputes are to be submitted 
to the jprocesses of consultation 
and arbitration, 

The modified,clause would prob- 
ably mean as much in practice as 
the original. It is as far-fetched to 
suppose that when ‘the erisis came 
most of ‘the signatory powers 
would not find reasons why they 
should leave disputants on the 
other side of the earth to sett’e be- 
tween themselves the ,propvietor- 
ship of a province or a port.

Doubts and Delays

troubled journey of the tariff ‘bill 
through the House and the Senate 
is conspicuous. It suggests an un- 
easy feeling on the part of the leg- 
islators that the consumers of the 
Republic may not be as anxious as 
was supposed to have foreign food 
products kept out, and the cost of 
living correspondingly kept up.

erica to tie up the Canadian mines 
—and keep them tiedjup all winter 
if they want to—the present pro- 
ceedings are interesting and in-! 
structive, and will likely be fruit 
ful of future, far-reaching and per- 
haps fatal results. But in the way 
of preparing to meet a long, cold | 
winter, this country—which has | 
more coal than all Europe—is 
making one striking exhibition of 
national impotence,
